Their plan was to have cards printed representing 
themselves to be in business in a remote part of the 
city and to use these cards as a basis of credit to get 
merchandise. One day a handsome automobile rolled 
up to one of the leading hardware stores in the down- 
town district of Chicago and two well-dressed young 
men alighted and stepped into the store. One of the 
newcomers asked to be shown a gun, and after much 
time spent in examining the various guns offered by 
the salesman he selected one of the finest, priced at 
$75, presented his card, indicating that he was a real 
estate dealer, and asked that he be permitted to take 
the gun with him to his “office.” The matter was re- 
ferred to the manager of the store, who happened to 
be one of the owners, and who stated that he would 
be pleased to let the gun go out of the store provided 
the would-be purchaser would deposit its full value in 
currency. Whereupon the “buyer” grew quite indig- 
nant, but finally suggested that the dealer send the gun 
to the office “at 5 o’clock” that evening, when the 
money would be ready. This was assented to, but be- 
tore sending the gun the dealer made an investigation 
‘nd found that the alleged “office” was a myth and 
that the real estate firm had no existence in fact. 

The evident plan in this case was to meet the mes- 
enger with the gun at the appointed place, take the 
vun from him and get away with it in an automobile 
as quickly as possible. In fact, this plan was carried 

% ut in several other instances, until it was tried once 
too often and the culprits were caught. Dealers who 
have any reason to suspect an attempt of this kind to 
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get goods without paying for them should take warn- 
ing from this instance.

Department. This refers to the actual 
money in circulation, and does not include the treasury 
reserve, which is about 10 per cent of the entire 
amount of money in the country. It does include, 
however, the money in the banks, so that while it is 
called “money in circulation” it is not all actually cir- 
culating among the people. The-fact is there is very 
much less than $34.25 in the pocketbook of the average 
man or woman. The tendency is to avoid carrying 
much currency, and the banks and safety deposit vaults 
hold the greater part of the “per capita” in keeping for 
their depositors. 

The question is, whether a per capita currency of 
$3.25 is sufficient to transact the business of the 
country. Years ago the circulation was smaller—at 
times as low as $25 or less, vet business prospered. 
Now, with the great increase in our exchanges, a 
larger circulation is demanded, and has been provided. 

The greater part of the money in circulation con- 
sists of gold and silver certificates, National bank 
all “paper 





notes and Treasury and United States notes 
money.” There were in circulation on September | 
standard silver dollars to the amount of $72,471,805, 
or less than one dollar per capita. Of Treasury notes 
there were only $3,185,773.

ally to his neighbor's. If this practice 
were made general every year it would soon result 
in decreased fire losses and a lowering of premium 
rates that would be of direct benefit to all insurants. 
But it must be taken in hand individually and gen- 
erally. No amount of mere theorizing on what ought 
to be done will accomplish anything along this line. 
It is a practical suggestion only as it is reduced to 
actual practice. 

What can be done is evidenced by the experience 
of the mutual fire insurance companies, in which a 
strong point is the care bestowed on risks. The record 
of the Washington Hardware & Implement Dealers’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Association shows that from 
January I, 1911, to the present date their losses are 
less than $400. This is due to the high moral char- 
acter of their risks and the fact that the organization 
has the co-operation of the members in the work of 
fire prevention. It proves that prevention is possible 
to a very large extent, and that if the same care was 
used in all business circles as is exercised in the hard- 
ware association above mentioned, the enormous fire 
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losses now devastating the country would be done 
away with. 

These losses, by the way, are almost incredibly great. 
It is reported that the fire losses of the United States 
for the first half of 1911 were beyond all precedent 
for any like period, and that if they continue at the 
same rate during the entire year the figures will reach 
the tremendous total of $300,000,000, or a million dol- 
lars for each working day of the year. The signifi- 
cance of these figures is that the fire loss is enormous 
and that it should be prevented as far as careful safe- 
guarding of risks will allow.

Survey show that the quantity of coal consumed in the 

manufacture of coke in 1910 amounted 

to 63,088,327 short tons, valued at 

Cui iain $74,846,393. The value of the coke pro- 

duced from this coal was $99,742,701, a 

difference of $24,896,308, which represented the profit 

on the coke-making operations, less cost of manufac- 
ture, expenses of administration, etc. 

In this connection it must be considered that many 
of the coke ovens in this country are operated by large 
corporations, which operate also coal mines and blast 
furnaces, the coke making being really only an inci- 
dental part of the business. In such cases the coke 
product is sometimes charged against the furnace de- 
partment at cost, and sometimes at a figure based upon 
the cost of coal mining and coke making, plus a per- 
centage of profit on these operations. The value is 
not fixed by the market price. In this way much of 
the coke produced is valued at actual cost, and some of 
it at only a small margin of profit, so that despite the 
seemingly large aggregate profit, the coke industry is 
carried on at an extremely low margin with the 
majority of producers.

matter of buying will be one important factor in his 
success, 

There is no doubt that many a merchant loses sales 
by failure to buy salable goods. Wise buying does 
not mean refusing to buy, nor treating every traveling 
salesman who enters the store as an enemy. On the 
contrary, the wise buyer will take salesmen into his 
confidence and learn much from them as to the sal- 
ability of new goods while reserving to himself at all 
times the decision as to when and how much to buy. 

Some salesmen are over zealous in urging the re- 
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tailer to buy. They even assume to tell him what h« 
needs, and up to certain limits this is valuable to the 
dealer as giving him the opinion of an outsider, pro- 
vided that opinion is genuine; but the wise retailer will 
keep his own counsel when buying, and above all wil 
not overbuy of unsalable goods. 








EXxporTeRS cannot complain of any lack of interest 
in foreign trade on the part of our Government. The 
fact is that much of the effort that is 
being put forth by the Government in 
furtherance of export business is not 
appreciated by the very interests which 
it is intended to benefit. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are being expended and an army of specialists 
are kept in the field to increase the export trade, yet 
many a manufacturer is lukewarm to this opportunity 
for expansion. Meantime, other countries are active 
in extending their trade relations to the remotest parts 
of the globe. 

That the efforts of our Government in this direction 
have not been without the most gratifying results is 
evident from the latest statistics. The increase in 
exports of manufactures in I9II over I910 was $101,- 
500,000, and of manufactures for further use in manu- 
facturing was $41,500,000. This increase is larger in 
both classes than that of any earlier year, making the 
total exports of manufactures ready for consumption 
$601,000,000, and manufactures for further use in 
manufacturing $309,000,000, or a total of $910,000,- 
000, against a total of $767,000,000 in 1910 and $671,- 
000,000 in 1909. 

Machinery in the various forms to which this term 
may properly be applied supplies a larger share of this 
total of increasing export of manufactures than 
any other single great class of products of the 
factory. The group of articles which the Bureau 
of Statistics classes as “machinery,” under the general 
head of iron and steel manufactures, shows a growth 
from $80,000,000 in 1910 to $105,000,000 in 1911; but 
to this could properly be added automobiles and parts 
of, which alone show’a growth of $4,500,000; agricul- 
tural implements, a growth of nearly $8,000,000, and 
scientific instruments, including telephone and _ tele- 
graph instruments, a growth of $2,500,000. To be 
sure no single one of the numerous classes of articles 
designated under the general head of “manufactures” 
shows as large an increase as pig copper, classed as a 
manufacture for further use in manufacturing, which 
shows a gain of $15,000,000, or approximately 20 per 
cent over the exports of the preceding year, while that 
class of lumber designated as “boards, deals and 
planks” shows an increase of about $7,000,000, or 20 
per cent over IQIO. 

All parts of the world share in the increased demand 
for American goods. In agricultural implements, for 
example, the exports to Russia in Europe grew from 
less than $5,250,000 in 1910 to $7,500,000 in 1911. In 
other countries of Europe, Africa, South America, 
New Zealand and Australia about the same increase is 
noticed. 

Of the finished products, ready for consumption, 
automobiles and parts show a great growth. Hard- 
ware and tools increased from $14,000,000 to $17,000,-

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900, Structural iron and steel from less than $6,000,- 
00 to $8,500,000. Agricultural implements from 
$28,000,000 to $36,000,00. Wire products from 
$8,335,000 to $10,000,000. 

These figures show what can be done in the matter 
of increasing the exports of manufactures. As the 
foreign markets take on more importance in the eyes 
of our producers they will make greater efforts to 
invade them, and the results will be correspondingly 


larger.

Some are big and some lit- 
tle cogs, but all are essential to the smooth working 
of the machine. When business goes to pieces it is 
because the cogs are loose or broken; it may be one big 
cog gone wrong or many small cogs, but “there’s a 
screw loose somewhere.”

An order 
is an order until it is delivered to the customer ; then 
it becomes a sale.

PLACE AND VALUE OF THE TRADE PAPER. 


BY R. R. SHUMAN. 

(Address delivered by Mr. Shuman, the Trade Pa- 
per Specialist, 440 Wells street, Chicago, at the fifth 
annual convention of the Associated Advertising Clubs 
at Omaha.) 

Eloquent speakers who have preceded me have told 
of the greatness of our American industries, and have 
rightly given to advertising a large measure of credit 
for our industrial and commercial supremacy. 

They have spoken of the daily and weekly news- 
papers, the agricultural press, the magazines, the bill- 
boards, the street cars, and even the advertising nov- 
elties, as the forces that have played an important 
part in this wonderful upbuilding, but they have wholly 
missed the greatest force of them all—the trade and 
technical press of the country. 

It is the trade press—using the term in the broad 
sense to include both technical and commercial—it 
is the trade press that taught and is teaching our man- 
ufacturers the new and better ways—the short cuts 
to supremacy—the new machines and methods that 
are the basic secrets of our ability, in spite of high 
cost of labor, to compete in all the markets of the 
world. 

It is the trade press that has placed our whole- 
sale and retail merchandising methods so far ahead of 
those used by any other country on the globe. 

It is the trade press that keeps both manufacturer 
and merchant fully posted as to the supply, demand, 
movement and market value of the raw and finished 
materials they buy and sell. It is the trade press that 
is the real fire under a half million commercial and 
industrial boilers. 

The information that the trade press gives alone 
permits the small manufacturer and the small mer- 
chant to compete on almost equal terms with the giants 
who might otherwise squeeze them out of existence; 
and, be it remembered, it is the small merchant and 
the small manufacturer—the piled up thousands of 
them in the aggregate—who furnish the bulk of the 
advertising revenue that supports us all. 

$25,000,000 A YEAR. 

I am here as the self-appointed representative of 
goo trade and technical publications printed in_ the 
United States and circulated wherever the English lan 
guage is spoken. How important they are in their re- 
lation to advertising may be understood when [ tell 
vou that they carry, in the aggregate, advertising t 
the amount of at least $25,000,000 a year—one-eighth 
»f all the advertising money that is spent for all forms 
of publicity in the country—and that these advertisers 
‘stick” year after year because it pays them to stick 
(Applause. ) 

A GOLD MINE UNWORKED. 

I have bought, sold and written all kinds of adver 
tising—pasted and printed, indoor and outdoor, con 
sumer and dealer, technical and commercial—and | 
have reached the conclusion that there is more real 
gold as yet unmined in the trade press field than in 
any other field of advertising endeavor. 

SOMETHING LIKE WATER POWER. 
We hear.a good deal about water power nowadays 
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and “view with alarm” the reported capture of this 
hitherto undeveloped force by some of the financial 
and industrial giants of the country. 

Yet water power was one of the first powers used 
by men, and has been used in a small way by all na- 
tions for various industries since the dream days be- 
fore written history began. 

Its use, however, has been so sporadic, so localized, 
and, in the main, so unskillful, that in more recent 
times one factory after another abandoned it because 
they concluded that “coal was cheaper.” 

Now, however, when the giants are harnessing a 
well-connected series of water powers to storage bat- 
teries and long-distance transmission, the real value 
of this force is beginning to dawn on the very people 
who flouted it. 

There is a striking parallel between the latent power 
of the advertising pages of the quite generally neg- 
lected trade and technical press and the story of water 
sower development. 

NOT-PROPERLY HARNESSED. 

I said that there were twenty-five million dollars 
spent yearly in the trade and technical press. Some of 
my friends place the figure at double that amount. 
But, unfortunately, this advertising is in the main so 
unskillfully done, and the real power of the mediums 
so insufficiently developed, that trade paper advertis- 
ing as a class, though so vast in volume, has received 
but scant attention among the members of the advertis- 
ing fraternity. 

So true is this that we see the spectacle of manufac- 
turers of engines, boilers, transmission machinery, con- 
crete engineering and other purely technical lines 
handing over large appropriations to advertising agen- 
cies who, of course, spend them in the popular nickel 
and ten-cent magazines. In other words, these firms 
abandon their natural water powers and decide that 
“coal is cheaper.”’ 

I am a great admirer of the Saturday Evening Post 
—have read every issue, I think, since Curtis discov- 
ered it—but I would no more think of giving it a 
double-page ad on transmission machinery than I 
would think of mailing literature on the same subject 
to a list of a million and a half names of clerks, book- 
keepers, school boys and girls, women’s clubs, clergy- 
men, doctors, retail druggists, grocers and the like. 

IT IS THE COPY THAT COUNTS. 

Yet we are forced to believe that such advertising 
brings publicity-results that satisfy the men spending 
the money, or it would not be repeated year by year; 
and in fact we are told that it “pays better than the 
trade papers.”’ 

If it does it is because of the copy, not the me- 
dium. The trouble is not with the power, but the use 
of it. 

Say a man spends $6,000 for a double-page in the 
Post, employing an advertising agency to fill that space 
with an appeal as strong as skilled men can write, 
and clever artists illustrate, and at the same time takes 
50 little quarter-page home-made “cards” in trade 
papers at $12 each, costing altogether $600. 

The heavy cannonading of the Post brings a flood 
of replies—such as they are. The little pop-gun 
“cards” in trade papers bring only here and there an 


inquiry. So he concludes, unthinkingly, that the nick- 
el weekly is a better advertising medium than the trade 
papers. 

Technical publications—engineering and _ scientific 
rather than commercial, subscribed for by men who 
build and equip railroads, factories, office buildings— 
cities—by the captains of industry—and passed along 
with authoritative marginal notes to the heads of their 
departments. These papers are depended on for au- 
thentic information, on the wholesale markets for raw 
materials, the development of new machinery and 
methods. They*exert a vast power in both the ad- 
ministrative and mechanical development of a halt 
million industries. They are read, not idly, for amuse- 
ment; but earnestly, in the quiet of the private offices, 
and they are preserved for future reference. Here, 
too, we have employers for readers—together with 
their highest paid subordinates. 





FISHING WHERE FISH ARE. 

I have no doubt that there are a lot of gamey bass 
and pickerel in Lake Michigan, but when I pack up 
my rod and reel I don’t go to Lake Michigan, but to 
brooks and pools that are famous for these finny tro- 
phies. And my skill as a fisherman, if I have any, 
gives me a “good catch,” perhaps at a time when a 
dozen bent-pin sports go home empty-handed from the 
same waters. 

“COPY” IS ALL-IMPORTANT. 

That brings me to the real meat of the whole sub- 
ject: Good Copy—the skillful use of space in trade 
and technical media—the harnessing of this vast un- 
tamed power to useful work; but before I give my 
ideas as to how it should be done, I'll paint a little 
picture of the way it is usually done now. 

A man gets a job as a solicitor for a trade paper. 
He is given a list of firms that are using other me 
diums in the field and not his own, and is told to g 
out and land them for as much as he can get out of 
them. 

He sees his man and calls his attention to the fact 
that he is using such-and-such a paper and not his— 
declares and swears that his sheet is as good as all the 
rest put together—lands the man for a contract for a 
quarter or an eighth of a page for a year; gets his 
business card for copy and lights out as quick as the 
Lord will let him for fear his convert may change his 
mind. (Laughter. ) 

He runs that card and studiously stays away till the 
contract expires. Not a word has been said about 
copy, selling-plan or follow-up; not a useful sugges- 
tion offered. The whole thing was to get the man’s 
contract for something, and he got it. (Applause. ) 

Do you wonder why trade paper advertising is at a 
discount compared with the cleverly devised adver- 
tising and selling plans that any good agency will build 
up for its clients? 

Do you wonder that the bent-pin fisherman goes 
away from that bass-stream, swearing that there are 
no bass in it? 

AGENCIES SOMETIMES UNJUSTLY MALIGNED. 

3ut, you ask, why don’t the advertising agencies 
recognize and use the trade papers? A few do, I am 
proud to say, from a broad sense of the duty they owe 
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their clients, in spite of the fact that there is no money 
in doing it. 

There is no money because the stronger trade pa-- 
pers refuse to pay commissions to agencies, and they 
refuse to pay because their experience is that the agen- 
cy creates no business for them; but rather gives them 
business only when forced to do so by the advertiser. 
The impulse back of this force when it is exerted by 
the advertiser is usually the culmination of a long, 
patient, expensive siege laid by the publisher of the 
trade paper, personally, or through his solicitors. 

He created the demand and feels that he is entitled 
to the business direct rather than to share it with an 
organization whose whole influence has been against 
rather than with him. 

But, back of this, the real reason is that trade papers 
have small circulation individually, compared with 
the great national magazines, and rates so low that 
even if they do offer to pay the agency 15 per cent, 
their commission will not begin to pay the cost of 
writing the copy and handling the business. So, you 
see, the agencies are really not to blame after all. 

IN THEIR OWN SPECIAL FIELD. 

I have spoken mainly of trade and technical publi- 
cations as mediums for general advertising, for ex- 
ploiting autos and similar advertisable things not 


necessarily belonging to the class of people reached. 
That is only an incident compared with their impor- 


tance in their own distinctive fields. 

The trade paper was originally a hanger-on, a sort 
of by-product of the industry or trade to which it at- 
tached itself; and, as such, was in a measure a sup- 
pliant for alms, satisfied with the crumbs in the shape 
“cards” that fell from the rich man’s table. 

COMPARED TO GASOLENE. 

Standard Oil men will tell you how gasolene was 
once a by-product in the refining of petroleum—a 
first-class nuisance to be gotten rid of; but that now 
petroleum itself is the by-product in the manufacture 
of the more important gasolene, and that so much 
gasolene is demanded that the company is hard-put 
to find an outlet for its petroleum. 

To a lesser degree, perhaps, the trade paper has 
emerged from the by-product class—from the “‘first- 
class nuisance” status—to a commanding position in 
the industry that it represents. 

It has forced its way up, because it has rendered 
real service. It has given vastly more than it has ever 
received. Its devotion—usually unpaid—to the best 
interests of its readers and its advertisers is little 
short of sublime. 

But unfortunately the men who have wrought 
this change, from a mendicant to a power, cannot get 
rid of the habits-of-thoughts of their struggling days; 
and their thankful acceptance of quarter-page “cards” 
from firms that should use double-page “spreads” 
shows that the trade paper publisher still stands too 
much in awe of the men whose power and influence 
and real excuse for existence are not a tenth of his 


of 


own. 
A NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 

But this condition is changing rapidly. A new gen- 
eration is taking hold. New methods are being put 
into force, rates advanced to somewhere near where 
they should be, and a little while ago the business world 
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was electrified by the announcement of the sale of onc 
paper for $400,000; soon thereafter a trio commanded 
$1,500,000, and other trade papers were sold to syndi- 
cates of giants for other startling amounts. 

The trade paper is coming into its own in its own 
particular field. 

TEAM WORK NECESSARY. 

If the publishers of these papers will but work to- 
gether, as the magazines do, through “lists” in the 
hands of men or agencies who have the proper meas- 
ure of the people reached, and the specialized skill that 
enables them to talk to those people in their own par- 
ticular language, this new advertising force can be 
harnessed quickly and so successfully as to set a new 
and higher standard of proper advertising returns. 

But, as long as each of a dozen competing papers 
in any one field follows the present far-too-common 
practice of claiming the whole field to itself, and be- 
littling its competitors, this unmeasured latent adver- 
tising power will continue to run wild or to waste its 
substance on the barren banks of stone-faced “‘stand- 
ing cards” that stare from the pages of near a thou- 
sand publications that the rulers of our industry and 
commerce read. 

Gentlemen, I have given you but an imperfect pic- 
ture of this new and revolutionizing advertising force. 
Put it to the test yourself and measure its real great- 
ness. Use it, not only for the specialized lines that 
are obvious for each of the special fields covered, but 
use it for every sort of proposition—necessity or lux- 
ury—which in your judgment will open pocketbooks 
that hold the bulk of the nation’s wealth, rather than 
to select those popular mediums in which your an- 
nouncement will only create discontent among the 
struggling millions who read and wish but cannot buy

This advertisement stated that the Jones Hardwar: 
Company had arranged with the manufacturers 0! 
the stoves and ranges to join them in making this 
special sale. During the sale the manufacturers ha: 
several expert stove men present at the store to ex 
plain the stoves to every inquirer. This team work 
on the part of the manufacturer resulted in large sale: 
during this “Stove Week.”

He is 
known widely in the trade as an expert window dress 
er, having made this work a special study for vears- 
He not only understands the theory of display but is 
accustomed to take an active part in the work when- 
ever a particularly good window is desired. Mr. 
Beegle’s judgment in this matter is born of actual ex- 
perience in window trimming. He is a practical win- 
dow display artist. 

The judges devoted much time and careful scrutiny 
to the photographs which were submitted in this con- 
test.

THE DECISION OF THE JUDGES.

Dear Sir: 

The judges in the 1911 Prize Window Display Con- 
test conducted by AMERICAN ARTISAN beg leave to 
submit herewith their decisions naming the four prize 
winners and the contestants whose exhibits are en- 
titled to Honorable Mention. This decision has been 
arrived at unanimously, after very careful examination 
of the photographs, and the difficulty in deciding on 
the relative merits of the contestants has been all the 
greater by reason of the uniform excellence of the 
displays. Where all are so good it is not easy to select 
the best. It is, indeed, an honor as well as a great 
responsibility to act*as judges in a contest so wide- 
spread and so commendable. 

In arriving at their decisions your judges have been 
influenced solely by the excellence of the displays. No 
other consideration could have entered into the awards, 
since the names of the contestants were unknown to 
us until after the awards were made. 

The points taken into consideration were: Selling 
power of the display; artistic excellence of the win- 
dow, including ingenuity and attractiveness. The sell- 
ing quality was considered first as being most impor- 
tant. 

Shifting conditions and increasing competition make 
necessary the greatest efficiency on the part of retail 
hardware dealers. It is not the question with Hard- 
ware Dealer A if he is giving equal or better service 
than Hardware Dealer B. His service must be better 
than Druggist X on cutlery, Racket Store Man Y on 
hardware knick knacks, and Catalozue Man Z on 
everything. This is too big a battle for him to fight 
single handed. The retail hardware dealer who is 
not willing to learn new things is working under a 

handicap. There is no teacher like experience. For 
Hardware Dealer C the next best experience to his 
own is that of A or B. 

Having closely followed the work you have been

AMERICAN SANDPAPERS IN GERMANY. 








Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, of Hamburg, 
Germany, writes that in spite of the higher price of 
\merican sandpapers, there is a fair demand for them 
in that country, their excellent qualities being appre- 
ciated by many manufacturers. The total importa- 
tions of polishing papers of all classes into Germany 
‘mounted to 320 tons in IgIO, as against 271 tons in 
(909, of which 255.9 tons were received from the 
United States in 1910 and 211.9 in 1909. Thus it will 
e€ seen that American manufacturers have quite a 


hold upon the German market, notwithstanding that 


he total German exportations of the same articles 
mounted to 2,385 tons in I910 and 2,144 tons in 
909. 

The duty upon imported sandpapers is 1 mark 
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(23.8 cents) per 220 pounds. Only high-class papers 
should be offered for sale in Germany, and intending 
exporters should send fairly large samples with their 
prices to possible buyers.

SEIZURES OF IMPORTED CUTLERY. 


A special dispatch from Washington states that cut- 
lery seizures are continuing to be made by the Treas- 
ury Department at the rate of about two a day and of- 
ficials state that they see no indications of any reduc- 
tion in the activity of the Department along that line. 
They believe the undervaluations will continue until 
the question of classifying German cutlery has been 
finally passed upon by the courts. It had been expect- 
ed that cutlery seizures would have ceased a_ good 
while ago, but they have kept up. The explanation 
given by government officers is that this is deemed 
necessary in order to give color to the claims made in 
many quarters that there is no ground for charging 
undervaluation. The continuance of valuations at the 
old rate is supposed to furnish prima facie evidence 
that the assessment for duty was made in good faith 
by the importers. All these goods are being released 
under bond with samples taken from each consignment 
and held for future use in deciding the case. In case 
the contest goes against the importers it is assumed 
that the only penalty will be the payment of a fine, 
the government retaining the duty on the higher valu-

Misleading circular advertisements, with whi 
we are all familiar, are hindrances to fair trading, and it 
deplorable that houses of repute should lower themselves 
these methods, and, apart from this, there is no perman 
business building by constantly deceiving or gulling custom: 
We have also firms advertising in the daiiy press that t! 
can send post free, direct from the factory, goods at who! 
sale prices, when it has been proved times wi-hout num! 
that usually they are dealers pure and simple, and their go 
of very ordinary value. We have in Birmingham profess 
wholesale warehouses representing themselves as manuf: 
turers, trading under an assumed name, when it is comm 
knowledge to traders that they are retailers only and th 
system bluff. These things find their level in time; the pu 
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are not quite so easily gulled—although a certain class 
ear to never be satisfied unless they arc—but it is not 
‘timate trading, and will always have to be propped up by 
-ematic misrepresentation. It would be well if these 
thods were abolished. 

Window tickets are often unscrupulous in their state- 

ts. My attention was drawn some time ago to a shop 

dow in which was exhibited a ticket callirg attention to 
e price of a neighbor’s article of the same type over the 
y. This is a paltry and mean practice. And then we have 
numerous kinds of club trading and weekly payments 
sapping the life out of healthy commerce. 1 see no 
irm in a shopkeeper adopting a weekly payment system for 
convenience of his“customers, although the method is 
ften much abused, but we all know many huge businesses 
have been and are being built up in this way, and smaller 
traders are also doing profitable trade; but when posimen, 
insurance agents, policemen, railway porters, foremen in fac- 
tories, and anybody who has inclination, are canvassing and 
hawking goods from street to street, this is a system that 
is a serious menace to the retail trade of any city; and the 
most serious form is that of the Provident clothing club- 
foreign company, taking thousands of pounds monthly out 
of this district, and swallowing 17% per cent of retailers’ 
profits; that is, those retailers who accept the checks. This 
is a system which we ought to fight against and eradicate, and 
| believe it could easily be done. If a federation of all trades 
was brought about, it would be an easy thing to make a su- 
preme effort and get all trades to decline the Provident trade, 
and none would lose by it. 

There is another leakage, which, I believe, is almost more 
harmful than any other, and that is the real wholesale ware- 
houses. It seems as though we are helping to mature an 
cctopus that will eventually swallow the retailer. What an 
aunt, cousin, or friend cannot get from the warehouse is 
hardly worth mentioning, The wholesaler’s position has been 
to do all the trade he can, and shut his eyes to whom it was 
done with. Owing to the various associations dealing with 
the matter, efforts are now being made to protect the retailer, 
lut a more vigorous-eampaign is necessary to demand fair 
treatment. There is also much disloyalty, I feel, by shop 
keepers themselves buying everything they require for home 
or friends from the warehouse. The wholesale warehouse 
has got to be watched or it will become a gigantic retail store. 

As a body of traders we have to work in the hope of 
removing or ameljorating these hindrances to fair trading, and 
i behooves us to keep together to meet these difficulties. 
Many of them would never have come into existence in any- 
thing like the strength if traders had been united in the past. 
In conclusion, I believe traders themselves are often the 
cause of unfair or difficult trading conditions, and I would 
suggest a few remedial methods for us to adopt in the en- 
(cavor to bring about improved facilities for profitable trad- 
ing. First of all, we must remember that every one has as 
much right to trade as another; no one must entertain the 
idea that he ought to monopolize the trade of any particular 
road. As retailers we should be wise not to compete with the 
same goods if possible. If Jones over the way is selling a 
pecial article, don’t get the same thing and offer it three- 
pence cheaper. Get a special line of your own and stand by 

ur judgment. In fact, as traders we should be wise to con- 
ne ourselves to distinctive goods. There are so many good 
ouses to buy from that goods ought not to clash. Compete 
‘or value, not price. The former is healthy and elevating: 
the latter, cutting in price, is suicidal and results in shoddy 
ids. Let our shops be distinctive stores, so that the absent 
nded do not walk in your neighbor’s shop by mistake. We 
‘ve in our hands as private traders the greatest asset to a 
isiness it is possible for any man to possess, that is per- 
nality; let it be reflected in our business: use this well, 
rderly and intelligently, and good business will develop on 
right lines. Sound gocds will predominate and customers 
satisfied. I am firmly of the opinion that the single shop 
eper of today stands in a premier position for the building 
of a profitable husiness if he looks after his goods and 
tomers and leaves his neighbor alone. 
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A CONDENSED TEMPERANCE LECTURE. 


The following letter was written by a wholesale 
house to a salesman who was the victim of too much 
conviviality. It was handed to AMERICAN ARTISAN 
in confidence, and the name of sender and recipient 
cannot be divulged. The letter had the effect of 
straightening up a good salesman who had _ gone 
wrong. It was drastic treatment, but cured the “‘ill- 
ness.’’ The letter, exactly as written, is as follows: 

We are in receipt of your favor of the 28th inst., which 
has been carefully read and noted, and we regret very much 
to learn of your illness, which you seem to think has been 
caused largely by the quality of water which you have been 
drinking in the territory you have been covering. This water 
seems to affect you in a peculiar and unusual way for water. 
The great trouble is that the water you have been drinking 
too much has been fermented and then distilled. Some peo- 
ple call this variety of water “Firewater,” others call it just 
plain whisky, but there is no question about the serious ill- 
nesses, numerous inconveniences, heavy expenses and empty 
pocketbooks, besides other untold ills that dangerously affect 
a great many of the human family, caused directly by this 
brand of water, and the only safe preventive to use in a case 
of this kind is to absolutely let it alone. 

That it seems necessary to write you along these lines we 
deeply and sincerely regret, but we are doing so with abso- 
lute knowledge of the facts in the case, which have been se- 
cured through a most thorough and careful investigation, and 
we are compelled to come right out in the open and talk to 
you frankly in regard to the matter. If you expect to con- 
tinue in our employ, it will be absolutely necessary for you to 
discontinue drinking, to cut it out altogether, because, if you 
continue to drink in the future as in the past, it is going to 
destroy your usefulness to this company entirely, and it is 
going to so impair your moral and physical condition as to un- 
fit you in every respect to represent this company in a satis- 
factory or efficient manner; besides, it costs you more money 
than you can afford to have it cost, and the money you are 
spending and have been spending for whisky could be better 
used with your family and on yourself, besides creating a 
savings account in some good savings bank and laying aside 
a reserve fund to care for you and your family'in old age or 
for a rainy day. 

You are a good salesman, you can sell our line success- 
fully and satisfactorily. You can secure an increase in salary 
and can earn a very lucrative salary, provided you will cut 
out this whisky business, which is interfering with your busi- 
ness and health and is causing you to lose time at the ex 
pense of this company, and we would be very glad to have 
you continue if you are going to stop drinking, but if you are 
not going to do so, we want you to forward your resignation 
immediately on receipt of this letter, come into headquarters, 
turn over your sample case, and we will balance up your ac- 
count, as we cannot afford to pay for time lost and wasted, 
especially so when the expense is created through self-inflicted 
sickness caused by drinking too much whisky. 

This letter is plain, painfully so, and we regret very much 
that the necessity of the occasion demands the writing of it, 
but we want you to know just exactly where you stand, and 
we are not going to beat around the bush in telling you so 
either. We have no desire to hurt or injure your feelings, 
but facts are facts nevertheless, and you should know this. 
We want you to immediately tender us your resignation or 
we want you to immediately give up drinking whisky. The 
choice in the matter is yours, and you can take whichever 
course seems better to you. If you decide to discontinue 
drinking whisky entirely, we are going to increase your salary, 
commencing with the first of July, but if you mean to drink 
in the future as you have been doing, we are going to be 
compelled to discharge you from our employ, as we will not 
under any circumstances keep a salesman who drinks to the 
extent you have been doing or who lets drinking interfere 
with his business. Besides, vou cannot afford to lose the time 
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and the money, nor can we afford to pay your salary and ex- 
penses under these conditions, therefore, the proposition is 
entirely up to you. 

So far as territory is concerned, we have none other for 
you to work in, and we believe if you will cease using the 
brand of water you claim has been causing your illness and 
will confine yourself to pure, clear, sparkling spring water, or 
good well water, your health will greatly improve and will 
not inconvenience you in the least in the territory where you 
are now working. 

We have written you at considerable length on this sub- 
ject, and it is not our purpose to write you again about it, 
neither shall we preach sermons to you or deliver temper- 
ance lectures, as you are old enough and bright enough to 
know what is best for you, and we have made plain to you 
what our course must be. This is the only time we have writ- 
ten to you about this matter, and it is the last time, therefore 
you will not be worried or harassed in the future over our 
correspondence, but our advice to you is to make up your 
mind to cut the whisky out absolutely and hold on to your 
job, inasmuch as what we are asking and demanding of you is 
just what will be demanded by any other house you may seek 
a position with. 

With our best wishes for better health, and a happier and 
more prosperous future, we beg to remain,

THE “COLTON” UNDERFEED FURNACE. 


The object of the “Colton” underfeed furnace is to 
avoid the necessity of throwing fuel on top of the fire. 
it being claimed by the manufacturers that this is 
an unnecessary practice and one which causes 
great loss of heating units by the escape of smoke 
up the chimney every time the fire is replenished. 
Experiments made by such eminent men as Benja- 
min Franklin, Dr. Arnott and Count Rumford con- 
vinced them that more satisfactory results can be 
obtained by burning all fuel beneath the fire. To Pro- 
fessor Colton is due the credit of first inventing a prac- 
ticable device for the underfeed furnace. The fuel

is placed in the hopper shown in the illustration, from 
which it drops into the chute. By pressing the lever 
downward the coal is pushed through the chute or 
feed tube up underneath the fire. The ashes are shak- 
en out of the grate the same as out of any stove. The 
drafts are regulated in the same way as in other fur- 
naces. There is no necessity of opening the furnace 
door to throw on fuel with the resultant loss and in 
convenience of smoke and gas arising while the door 
is open, 

It is estimated by the Peck-Hammond Co., of Cin 
cinnati, Ohio, the manufacturers of the “Colton” un- 
derfeed furnace, that by the old way of placing fuel on 
top of thé fire fully one-half of it went up the chim- 
ney as smoke before the fuel reached the point of 
ignition, and that this waste represented thousands of 
dollars to the consumers of coal, besides being dirty 
beyond endurance.

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THE ABSORPTION OF HEAT. 


Franklin experimented on colored pieces of cloth, 
and found their absorption, indicated by their sinking 
into snow on which they were placed, to increase with 
the darkness of the color. But all the cloths were 
equally powerful absorbents of obscure heat, and the 
effects noted were only produced by their relative ab- 
sorptions of light. In fact, the conclusions to be drawn 
from Franklin’s experiments only hold good for lumi- 
nous heat, especially sunlight such as he employed. 

Tyndall examined air, hydrogen and nitrogen and 
found their presence as regards radiant heat but little 
different from a vacuum. 

The absorption of heat by gases varies with the 
pressure. 

Tyndall found that the odors from the essential oils 
exercised a marked influence on radiant heat. 

Thus the perfume of a flower bed absorbs a large 
percentage of the heat of low refrangibility emitted 
from it. 

Ozone prepared by electrolyzing water was also 
found to have a remarkably absorptive effect. 

Tyndall found that air, dried as perfectly as possi- 
ble, exercised an absorption of one unit. Admitting 
the ordinary undried, but not specially moist, air to the 


test tube from the laboratory, the absorption rose to 7» 
units. The difference between dried and undried a: 
can only be ascribed to the aqueous vapor the latte; 
contains.

PATTERNS FOR FURNACES, HOODS AND 
COLLARS. 


BY O. W. KOTHE. 
No. II. 
In the art of heating, especially furnace heating, 
there are many complications involved. As for in- 
stance, some customers want a furnace encased with 





























galvanized iron, while others want them bricked in. 
Now it stands to reason, after all points are carefully 
inalyzed, that the sheet metal casing is superior to 
he brick, providing the sheet metal casing is con- 
tructed in this way. First the added expense in the 
st of material, and the labor in laying the brick; 
econd, the loss of heat through the pores in the brick ; 
nd third, in case a furnace must be taken down for 
epairs, then one or more sides of the brick wall must 
‘¢ torn down. This has a tendency to loosen or wreck 
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the remaining walls. Then after the furnace is re- 
paired, a brick layer must be employed to re-encase 
the furnace, hence another outside expense. It will be 
seen that with a sheet metal casing it is quite the con- 
trary, for when the galvanized iron fits the casing 
properly, with an inner lining made of bright tin placed 
on the inside of the second tier of the casing; this is 
that the intense heat from the castings will not come 
in direct contact with the outside casing; this bright 
tin, as will be seen, reflects the heat more readily and 
at the same time allows the air to circulate between the 
lining and the casing, thus saving considerable heat 
that would otherwise go through the casing. In mak- 
ing the hood it is best to make the sides flaring if pos- 
sible, and the top should be pitched inward, so as to 
reflect the heat all around uniformly. When a furnace 
is installed and completed this pitched top is filled 
with sand and quite frequently a band is added to the 
top as shown, which enables you to put more sand on. 
This, in turn, prevents the heat from forcing its way 
through the top. It is also good practice to cover the 
second tier and hood also all heating pipes with as- 
bestos paper. 


In developing the patterns for the hood and collar 
proceed by first drawing the center line 4 B, and from 
it draw the elevation of the hood as shown by C D 
E F and G. Extend the side line C D until it reaches 
the center line in point X. Now let (a, b, c, and d) 
represent a part 30-inch sheet of iron, place it centrally 
with the center line, and set the compass or trammei 
point to a radius equal to X D and X C, and using any 
point in center line A B as X’, strike the two arcs 
across the sheet as shown by arcs D H and C J. Reset 
compass to the horizontal line D H, and with D as 
center, mark point H, then draw line X’ C through 
point C, also draw line X’ 7 through point H, allow 
for laps as is required for seaming or riveting and 
the one-sixth of pattern of the body for the hood is 
completed. Note: Where the hood is large it is im- 
possible to use the radius D H from the elevation, for 
it would be too long for a 30-inch sheet; however, in 
such cases it is best to draw lines close from the edge 
of the sheet to the point X’; this would utilize all pos- 
sible material and still give you the required results, 
only the stretchout must be made correspondingly. 
For the half pattern for the pitched top, set the com- 
pass equal to the slant line D E in elevation, and using 
any place as E’, describe an arc indefinitely, then draw 
any line as D’ E’ and from D’ set off three spaces 
equal to D H in the elevation, thus locating point D” ; 
now draw line D” EF’, allow edges for seaming and 
the half pattern is finished. To develop the collar, 
draw the elevation of the collar as shown by “M,” and 
from the center of the collar draw the horizontal line 
J K. This is done to determine approximately the 
radius of the hood at the point where the collar sets. 
Next, set compass to the radius J K in the elevation, 
and using any point as J” as center, strike the arc from 
K’ as shown, then draw the plan “M” in its proper 
place, and describe the half section “N,” divide it in 
equal spaces as from 7 to 4. From these points pro- 
ject lines until they reach the large arc as shown by 
1’ 2’, etc. Now draw the stretchout line at right 
angles to the part “M” and upon it step the spaces from 
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the section “N” as shown by I-2-3-4, etc. Now draw 
the stretchout lines from these points and project lines 
from points 1’ 2’, etc., in the large circle, until they 
reach lines in the stretchout having the same number 
as from 1’ to 7” and 2’ to 2”, etc. Trace a free hand 
line through these points of intersection and the pat- 
tern for the collar is complete.

JOINT COMMITTEE ON FIRE PREVENTION. 





Following the address of C. H. Reeves, Jr., at the 
National Sheet Metal Workers’ Convention at Omaha 
on Fire Prevention, the trustees of that association 
authorized President Hussie to name a joint commit- 
tee on fire prevention from manufacturers and the as- 
sociation. Mr. Hussie appointed as chairman of that 
committee Powell Evans, president of the Merchant 
& Evans Co., of Philadelphia, the selection being due 
to Mr. Evans’ activity along this special line for many 
years. Mr. Evans is an experienced engineer in the 
science of fire prevention and has a most intimate 
knowledge of protective engineering, resulting from 
many years of study of these subjects, both in this 
country and abroad. He has been an indefatigable 
worker in the preparation of legislation along these 
lines, and the Fire Marshal Law, recently passed by 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, closely embodied his 
ideas. He was a witness before the legislative inves- 
tigation commission on this subject last winter, and 
was selected to make a report on fire waste at the first 
Conservation Congress in May, 1908, at the invitation 
of President Roosevelt. His report was later adopted 
by the National Board of Fire Underwriters. On ac- 
count of Mr. Evans’ special activity in these lines he 
has been chosen chairman of the Fire Prevention and 
Insurance Committees of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the National Hardware Association, 
the National Association of Credit Men and of the 
sureau of Municipal Research of Philadelphia.

INCREASED OUTPUT OF CHINESE TIN. 





The increased output of tin from the mines at Ko- 
tiou, in Yunnan Province (handled altogether through 
Hongkong, which has been expected as a result of the 
introduction of German machinery and German tech- 
nical supervision, is already manifest, although the 
new system has not been fully inaugurated. 

It is also significant, in view of the position taken 
by many metal manufacturers in the United States as 
to deliveries of tin from Chinese mines on general tin 
contracts, that the shipments of tin to the United States 
are greatly on the increase. The total exports of tin 
from China in 1910 amounted to 14,351,108 pounds, 
valued at $4,122,311 gold, as compared with 9,931,- 
775 pounds, valued at $2,599,049, in 1909, and 10,635,- 
345 pounds, valued at $2,913,986 gold, in 1908, the 
high output for the last-mentioned year being due to

BRITISH STEEL TRADE REBATES. 


The London Financial Times states that the mem- 
bers of the English and Scottish Steel Makers’ asso- 
ciations have approved of an important scheme, which 
has for its object the checking of the growth of Con- 
tinental competition in plates, angles, and all kinds of 
manufactured and semi-manufactured steel material 
in the British market. The project had its origin 
north of the border, and both the Scottish and English 
societies have approved of it in principle, but a further 
conference is being held in London to take definite 
steps. Meantime the Scottish Steel Makers’ Associa- 
tion has sent out a circular, in which it is stated that 
shipbuilders, bridge builders, and other consumers of 
steel are respectfully informed that the association 
will pay them a rebate of 5s. ($1.22) per ton on all 
steel bought after July 1, 1911, which has been man- 
ufactured at any of the associated makers’ works and 
controlled by the association, whether such steel has 
been bought direct from the associated makers or 
otherwise, provided the consumers have confined their 
purchases and use of steel to that manufactured by 
the associated makers. The rebate will be computed 
for periods of 12 months and be payable 6 months 
afterwards.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


The scare over legislative interference with business, 
the trust prosecution, etc., seems to have about worn 
itself out. There is no agitation, political or otherwise, 
in the public mind. All talk of disturbance to business 
originates in newspaper interviews with big promoters. 
They are creating all the “scare” there is. Otherwise, 
conditions are favorable to a big fall business. Evi- 
dence of this is coming in every day. Stove manufac- 
turers, for example, are very busy and report a bigger 
volume of business than last year. The iron and steel 
interests are enjoying a good measure of prosperity. 
In general hardware there is a healthy activity. Crops 
are good and general prosperity is up to normal. The 
only “scare” is in the minds of certain trust promoters 
who do not relish the kind of justice that is being 
meted out at Washington. 

As further evidence of the improvement in business 
conditions we note that the monthly report of the Steel 
Corporation on the amount of unfilled orders on its 
books, issued recently, showed that on September 30 
the orders amounted to 3,611,317 tons, as compared 
with 3,695,985 tons on August 31 and 3,158,106 tons 
on September 30 a year ago. The decrease in unfilled 
orders for the month amounted to 84,668 tons, which 
was better than expected, preliminary estimates hav- 
ing placed the shrinkage at between 125,000 and 150,- 
ooo tons. 

The report shows that the shipments of the Steel 
Corporation in September were large. running 30,000 
to 35,000 tons a day, and, although it was the first 
month to show a decline in unfilled orders since last 
May, the report is regarded as satisfactory in view of 
the disturbing influences in September. The tonnage 
today also shows an expansion of more than 450,000 
tons compared with a year ago. 

Another trade barometer reading is the fortnightly 
bulletin of the American Railway Association which 
states that on September 27 the net surplus of idle 
cars on the lines of the United States and Canada 
stood at 50,038 compared with 64,283 two weeks be- 
fore. The difference is 14,245. The number of idle 
cars or the gross surplus was 58,382 compared with 
70,722, while the shortage increased from 6,439 to 
8,344. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95.

TINPLATE. 
The market is quiet and business dull. The official 
returns show imports of tin plate for August of 293 


tons, compared to 4,071 tons last year. Exports for 


the same month were 5,804 tons, against 531 to 
in August, 1910. The totals for eight months showe: 
I9II, imports, 12,660 tons ; exports, 36,135 tons; 191: 
imports, 51,080 tons; exports, 7,586 tons. 
Comparing 1910 and the six months March to Au 
gust inclusive, we observe that in 1910 tin plate in 
ports were 66,640 tons, while in the past six month 
they have been 6,112 tons, or 12,224 tons a year. This 
is a decrease of 54,000 tons a year. In I910 export: 
were 12,459 tons, while in the past six months they 
were 31,025 tons, or at the rate of 62,000 tons a year, 
which is a gain of 50,000 tons a year. Thus we have a 
reversal of 104,000 tons a year. The imports last 


year were for rebate purposes, and the decline may 
fairly be interpreted as business added to the domes- 
tic mill output. 

The present quotation for tinplate to retailers f. o. 
b. Chicago, is $8.90 per 100 pounds, 20x28. 


SHEETS. 

Reports from the mills in the Pittsburgh district 
show that about 60 per cent of their capacity is being 
turned out. In the Chicago district the local mill is 
reported as operating at 85 per cent of capacity. The 
business is mostly for immediate shipment. Prices are 
fairly steady. 

None of the eastern sheet interests is actually push- 
ed to capacity, and when operations are regarded as 
full it means that practically all the mills in the plant 
are in operation, but are not being driven hard, fewer 
heats being made per turn, while mills which used to 
run 17 turns a week are running only 16 turns. 

The Chicago price to-retailers is $3.45 out of store 
per 100 pounds, No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 

COPPER. 

Slight fluctuations in the copper market during the 
past week leave prices a little lower at the close. There 
has been some increase in stocks, which, however, was 
expected in the trade. This increase, though, has 
brought about the decline noted, not so much that 
stocks should have increased some 7,000,000 Ibs., as 
that although the production had been kept down t 
nearly 10,000,000 Ibs. below the previous month, still 
the deliveries to consumers and our exports durin: 
the month were so poor that this increase in stocks ha‘! 
to take place, 

There is no quotable change in market, but selle: 
are more pliable in response to meeting buyers. Th 
latter do not show any great anxiety to buy freely, bu 
there is a fairly good business doing for early delive:

TIN. 

The domestic tin market is still in control of th 
London Syndicate which puts up or lowers prices < 
will. This refers, however, to the spot and Octob« 
positions only and the Syndicate can do what the 
please on prices for these positions. But they do n 
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trol November, December, January, and as they 
it up the spot market through their control, the dif- 
rence between spot and futures is certain to widen. 

The less the American buyer takes, the higher the 
syndicate may put prices up, as they know that if they 
can hold their position, we must come to them and 
the longer we hold off the greater our necessities. It 
s a demoralizing situation for the American consumer 
io occupy, but there seems no remedy except an in- 
‘rease in the production of this important metal. 

The position to-day/is that the Syndicate is putting 
up the market and the trading in London is around 
1000 tons tin per day. On such trading our con- 
suming buying, or abstinence from buying cuts no 
igure. 


LEAD. 

On October 10 the Trust again cut prices 10c per 
100 pounds, their price being 4.25c New York. Every- 
body is asking what is their reason for cutting prices 
again, after reducing it 15¢ per 100 pounds October 
5th? 

SPELTER. 

The market advanced at St. Louis Oct. 7 to 6c, 
caused, it is said, by fear of large exports of zinc ore. 
For some time the Joplin operators have been talking 
about shipping their surplus stocks of ore, about 6,000 
tons, to Europe, but the smelters until just now did not 
treat the matter seriously but regarded it as an idle 
threat to influence higher prices for ore. It seems, 
however, that the ore men really mean business and 
the possibility of losing several thousand tons of ore 
that the smelters figured they could buy whenever they 
needed it, has made them very nervous. 


COKE. 


All contracting for furnace coke for the present 
year has practically closed and some stocks have de- 
veloped in consumers’ hands. The inevitable result 
has been a falling off in shipments and a decline in 
quotations on both prompt and contract coke. One or 
two small lots of prompt turnace coke which sold dur- 
ing the week, showed a price of $1.50, oven, the mini- 
mum of last June, and there were quotations of $1.65 
on contract furnace coke running into next year. 


ANTIMONY. 
The market is dull and easy in tone. Prices are 
8.25@8.37'%4 for Cookson’s; 7.6214@7.75c for Hal- 
lett’s and 6.8714@7.12'%c for ordinary brands.

For four solid years 
we have had political agitation of the kind that unsettles 
business and apparently we are no nearer a solution of the 
trouble than when the thing was started. The air is still 
full of the threat of impending danger. The result is sick- 
ening. Here are great industries—particularly in the iron 
trade—with millions of money invested and employing armies 
of workmen, running on part time and most of them eating 
up their reserves. 

Apart from the fact that pig iron is moving out rapidly 
on old orders, there is not much doing. New business is of 
small volume. Prices are firm at $10.00 for No. 2, f. 0. b 
Birmingham, and $13.00 f. o. b. Southern Ohio furnaces 
These prices are ruinous. They mean that there is no margin 
at all for profit and in many cases they indicate a positive 
loss. Consumption of iron is down to a wear and tear basis 
Practically all the iron that is now being melted is simply to 
keep up the existing order of things. There have of late 
been no new enterprises, no new railroad building, no exten- 
sions and additions to present plants—none of those things 
that mean the use of iron on a large scale. Were we to use 
less iron than we are using now, it would indicate that the 
country is going backward. In fact, the consumption of iron 
is the real barometer of the nation’s industrial growth and 
progress, and it is a mighty low barometer that we have at 
present. Of course there is this cheering thought, that we 
are now in such a state that we know the worst, and any 
change must be for the better. ;
